point opposite the street intersertion 

3. Foreman Jones has finished haul- 
ing cinders to Poplar Street and Was- 
Irasoo Avenue. There are enough 
cinders now available to cinder 5th 
Street North from Bast Avenue to 
the Waskasoo Creek and perhaps far- 
ther and this work can be carried on 
so’ long as the weather keeps mild 
without any additional cost excep: 
the cost of gas and oil for the truck. 
We recommend that this work be 
continued as long as possible. 

4. The Fire Chief and Chief of 
Police having strongly recommended 
the demolishing of old delapidated 
buildings belonging to the city, we 
recommend that Foreman Jones be 
instructed to demolish the butiding 
on 5th Street North next to A. J. 
Russell's -thouse and the two old 
buildings on 5th Street South at the 
corner of lst Avenue East. 

5. We submit herewith for your 
consideration reports and recuinmen- 
dations re. city hall heating system by 
A. Fyfe and N. M. Burnett. 

6. We submit for your considera- 
tion a by-law to authorize the signing 
of the agreement with the Municipal 
Hospital which was held up for sur- 
vey of the property.

THE LIBERAL PARTY'S 
CONVENTION 


The recent convention of the Pro- 
vincial Liberal party in Calgary was 
not an inspiring affair. The party pro- 
gramme as outlined at the convention 
was lacking in anything like construc- 
tive originality or ideas. Economy 
and efficiency in the conduct of the 
government were put in the  fore- 
ground of the programme with a fine 
contempt for anything Hke detailed 
suggestions of just where the econ- 
omies are to be effected and with a 
like contempt for the memory of the 
people of Alberta, who might have 
been given credit for being able to 
realize that the present unsatisfactory 
state of thea provincial finances is 
due more or less entirely to the ex- 
travagant wastefulness, not to call it 
by any harder name, of the Libera! 
governments which managed the 
affairs of the province from its incep- 
tion until the victory of the Farmers’ 
Party tsree anda half years ago. Ap- 
parently the Liberal party do not 
favour any reduction in the quite need- 
lessly large number of members of 
the Legislature. At least no particu: 
lar stress was laid on any such pro- 
posal at the Convention. The most 
sensible and notable resolution of the 
Convention was its rejection of the 
proposal laid ‘before it for a pro- 
gramme of unrestricted immigration 
to the province. The Convention took 
the view that carefully selected immi- 
gration is the correct policy to be fol- 
lowed, and in that view the members 
of the Convention will probably have 
the support of most of the people of 
the province. This is not the time 
for encouraging an indiscriminate 
swarm of aliens to invade the prov- 
ince. We want settlers in large num- 
bers certainly but of the right type 
and preferably above all others Brit- 
ish settlers. 

It is a matter for regret that there 
was no sign at the Convention of any 
desire to get away from the artificial 
and useless party distinctions in pro- 
vincial politics, and to treat the affairs 
of the province from a purely prac- 
tical and businesslike standpoint. As 
long as the unmeaning party distinc- 
tions are preserved in provincial poli- 
tics, so long will the real interests of 
the people tend to ibe neglected, and 
so long will the mere partisan and 
semi-professional politician continue 
to hold sway ‘to the detriment of all 
the inhabitants of the province. 


THE HOME BANK TRIALS 


The series of sordid and discredit- 
able criminal trials in Ontario arising 
out of the Home Bank failure has 
been partly completed. Four of the 
officials of the Bank were sentenced 
at the beginning of tife month, Bar- 
nard, a K.C., and a man of standing 
dn the business life of Eastern Cana- 
da, receiving the most severe sen 
tence, 18 months imprisonment, These 
trials and convictions, when taken 
along with th etrial and conviction of 
the late Provincial Treasurer of On- 
tario, Peter Smith, and other officials, 
and of Aemilius Jarvis, have created a 
most disagreeable impression not only 
in Ontario but all over the Dominion. 
-They thave revealed a state of things 
4n the wpper ranks of business 
which is anything but reassuring 
ere were men holding high positions 
of trust, official and non-official, hold- 
ing in their care the money, often 
hard-earned, of large numbers of 
their fellow citizens. Yet they seem 
to have looked on these positions 
merely from the point of view .of 
their own private gain, and to have 
behaved either with calculated dis- 
honesty or with a reckless negli- 
gence which can hardly be differen- 
tiated from dishonesty. Such  be- 
haviour may well take from them all 
claim to the sympathy of their fellows 
in the ruin and disgrace which has 
now overtaken them. ~,. They hav: 


shaken the credit of Canadian busi- 
ness institutions, and inflicted griev- 
ous harm on the good name of Cana 
dian public life. The sentences they 
have received certainly do not err on 
the side of severity, and it is to be 
hoped that there will be no reduction 
of these sentences by semi-clandestine 
administrative clemency.. The only 
redeeming feature of the whole sorry 
business is that there seems to have 
ben no hesitation and no undue delay 
in bringing these influential criminals 
to justice. It is a pity that in some 
other recent trials there was neither 
the speed nor the success in dealing 
with the guilty individuals which has 
marked the .course of the Ontario 
trials. . 


THE ETERNAL NATURAL 
RESOURCES DISCUSSION 


Mr. Greenfield, the Alberta Premier, 
has again ‘been dn the Bast discussing 
the question of the transfer to Alberta 
of her natural resources. It is high 
time this question was ‘brought past 
the stage of discussion, and a decision 
arrived at one way or the other. At 
a time when it looks as though great 
advances in development and settle- 
ment of the West are going to take 
place, it is important that definite 
continuing policies for dealing with 
our natural resources should be ffram- 
ed. It is not easy to plan any such 
policies as long as it is uncertain in 
whose hands the natural resources 
are to be. It would seem to be a mis- 
take for our Alberta government to 
waste time in trying to drive the very 
hardest possible bargain with the 
Dominion Government over this.ques- 
tion. If the Alberta Government think 
they: can manage the natural resourc- 
es with success and with profit to ouy 
people, they would surely do best to 
accept without undue delay the best 
terms offered by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and set to work to carry out 
their policy with regard to the re- 
sources. Otherwise, they had better 
let the matter alone.

HANDS OFF THE SUDAN 


Great Britain has made it clear with 
satisfactory firmness that she will not 
tolerate any interference with the 
Sudan question by any foreign powers 
or even by the League of Nations. At 
the same time the British Govern. 
ment has been careful to ‘take the 
Dominions of the Empire into its 
full confidence with respect to this 
suddenly critical question. In the 
meantime the Egyptian troops have 
been cleared out of the Sudan, and 
the disturbing but apparently not 
widespread meeting among the Sudan- 
ese troops has been put down. The 
effect of the arrest of a number of 
leading Egyptians for complicity in 
the anti-British campaign has evident- 
ly been excellent. It appears as if 
these worthies were very ready to de- 
clare their complete inability to cope 
with acts of outrage against British 
officials, as long as such _ outrages 
could be committed without risk to 
themselves, but as soon as they were 
shown that they might be held to 
answer with their lives or liberty for 
those of the British officials, there is 
a sudden and significant calming down 
of the general situation, 

It is to be feared that enthusiasts 
for the League of Nations will not 
gain much encouragement from the 
Egyptian controversy. The United 
States refused to join the League lest 
such vital American questions as 
Japanese immigration should come 
under the judgment of others’ than 
Americans. Poland seized Vilma and 
defied the League. Italy, when ‘her 
officers were murdered in Albania, 
took instant action against Greece 
and told the League to mind its own 
business. Now Great Britain, when a 
vital imperial interest is at stake, 
courteously gives an explanation of 
the circumstances to the League and 
intimates that this is not a matter 
suitable for the intervention of the 


lif2 | League. Human nature will have to 


change a good deal before any one 
mvan or any one nation will willingly 
submit to the judgment of others any 
vitally important question which he or 
it thinks can be settled without out- 
side interference. 


EAST AND WEST

an article from Winnipeg as to how 
Bastern manufacturers could bring to 
Western farmers’a better appreci- 
ation of the benefits to Canada and 
the Canadian people as a whole of a 
protective tariff. The Calgary Herald 
and some other Western papers have 
presented this to their readers as a 
lecture to the prairie farmers by 
Eastern interests. As a matter of 
fact, it expressed the ideas of a 
Westerner with strong ‘Western views 
—an active member of one of the or- 
ganized farmers’ bodies in fact—who 
was suggesting to the manufacturers 
how they should proceed to present 
their case to the West. 

It is The Financial Post’s experience 
that the great majority of the manu- 
facturers of Canada appreciate the 
difficulties of the ‘Western farmers 
and that the great body of these far- 
mers are ready and willing to give 
consideration to the advantages of 
the tariff as a means of protecting 
home industry and the home market 
as well as providing national revenue. 
However, -the affairs of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association have been 
largely in the hands of a clique of lit- 
tle fellows who in their narrowness 
and short-sightedness have ‘been just 
as energetic in damning The Finan- 
cial Post for presenting the Western 
viewpoint as they have been in 
damning that viewpoint itself. 

When Canada decided to set up 
national house-keeping she did so in 
defiance of certain natural trade 
trends, which run north and south. It 
was decided as economically sound 
that some members of the family 
should encourage farming, fishing, 
lumbering, etic., and that others should 
develop manufacturing plants. This 
has created a situation then where 
domestic wellbeing requires a good 
deal of toleration, of the spirit of 
give and take, on the part of one 
province or section of the country 
toward another. And satisfactory 
relationships can only be maintained 
by mutual understanding and appre- 
ciation of each other’s problems by 
these far-flung provinces which go to 
make up the Dominion.

Petition in the International Grain and 
Livestock Show at ‘Chicago during tha 
past weok, and swept the boards in 
several classes. 

Although the world Shampionship in 
Wheat and oats did not come Alberta’s 
way this year as it did in 1923, suc- 
cesses of a more outstanding nature 
were won. The real triumph was in 
the winning of the championship in 
alfalfa seed ‘by Nich Chelta of Brooks, 
with some of his neighbors also in 
the winning list in the same class. 
This competiton has always been con- 
sidered to be the exclusive field of 
certain districts of the United States, 
and Alberta’s triumph has demon- 
strated that this province is capable 
not only of producing world winning 
grains but also world winning fodder 
crops. 

The world championship in wheat 
this year went to Saskatchewan, 
Canada winning this championship 
for the thirteenth time. 

In livestock Alberta also scored an 
outstanding success, winning no Jess 
than three championships in horses 
in the three entries made for these, 
and winning also many events in the 
cattle classes. 

Although the records of winnings 
are not yet complete, the foHowing 
are some of the prizes. taken: 

In Hereford cattle, the Alberta Uni- 
vercity bred calf took first. This calf 
also took the first in the John Clay 
special for Agricultural colleges, etc, 
and also took second and reserve 
championship in Hereford special. 
The University aillso took third place 
in the John Clay special group of 
five steers. Frank Collicut, of Cross- 
field, took first in senior Hereford 
heifers and fourth in two-year-olds. A. 
O. Boggs, of Daysland, got a place in 
every event in Herefords, and got 
second dn herd of graded’ Herefords 
and fifth in Hereford bulls. He also 
got a reserve junior championship. 

In Shorthorns, the Shorthorn ‘heifer 
Princeton Rosewood from the Prince’s 
ranch took first in its class. J. G. 
Clarke's Shorthorn calf, exhibited by 
the University, took third and the 
Prince of Wales’ King of the Prairies 
took fourth tin its class. 

In Angus cattle, Henderson of La- 
combe got second in the aged cow 
class. The calf shown by the Univer- 
sity and given by Dickson and Hunter 
got fourth, and 9th in this class went 
to the Clemens Bros. calf shown by 
the University. Henderson got fourth 
in Angus bulls, and in the three-year- 
old class the Lacombe Bxperimental 
Farm took fourth. 

In horses, the sensational win was 
that of Wee Donald, of Weaver Bros., 
Lloydminster, who captured the 
championship in that class for ‘the 
third time. The Lacombe Farm won 
championships also with its shire 
stallion and mare.

Some idea of South-Western Alber- 
ta's wheat crop the past season is 
shown in the fact that approximately 
18,000,000 bushels of wheat have al- 
ready (been shipped out of the WLeth- 
bridge division of the C.P-R., which in- 
cludes the territory from Macleod to 
Dunmore and North to Okotoks. 


Irrigation Farmers’ Success 

As an instance of successful irri- 
gation farming the Lethbridge Herald 
quotes the experience of Ellis Parker, 
who two years ago bought 160 acres 
on the United Irrigation Project near 
Cardston. During the past season ha 
harvested a crop which yielded him 
sufficient money to pay for his quarter 
section at $34.00 an acre, pay his tax- 
es for three years and leave him with 
a substantial surplus. He got an aver- 
age of 64 ‘bushels an acre for wheat 
for which he receives $1.62 ‘bushel net.

COURT OF REVISION 


Have Field Day on Assess- 
_ment Appeals 


The City Council sat as a Court of 
Revision gn the assessment roll for 
1925 at the Council Chamber on Tueg- 
day, beginning at 2 p.m. and conclud- 
ing at midnight with intervals. It ig 
one of the hardest jobs that the 
councilmen have to tackle, as it in- 
volves quite a number of difficult ana 
unpleasant decisions and, in the pre- 
sent market value of property, it is far 
from easy to work out a fair basis of 
assessment and taxation. The court 
was composed of Mayor Collison, Ald, 
Johns, Snell and Galbraith. Ald. Mc- 
Clure was away at magistrate’s court 
at Nordegg, Ald. Broughton was visit- 
ing his son in Calgary, Ald. Howlett 
has been sick with his people in 
Western Ontario and has been ordered 
South for his health. So there wag 
only a bare quorum and, because of 
that, the Mayor’s appeal against the 
assessment of two of his house lots on 
Sixth St. North fell by the way. The 
Mayor, in the opinion of some of the 
court, made out a fair case for some 
concession because of the bank closing 
in at his corner, but he could not 
withdraw from the court to prosecute 
his appeal without leaving the court 
without a quorum, and he would not 
vote in the court to reduce his own 
assessment. So there he was. Assessor 
Stephenson was on hand to defend hig 
assessments, and to give evidence ag 
to his reasons for assessment figures, 
and City Solicitor Graham was present 
to advise the court on legal points. 

Nearly all the appeals were because 
of too high assessments. The Assessor 
admitted that there was no _ real 
marketable value for land assessment 
in Red Deer any more than in all other 
communities in Western Canada: he 
held to what ought to be a compara- 
tive normal value, where the assess- 
ments were adjusted s0 as to deal ag 
fairly and equitably as possible with 
all the taxpayers. The appellants were 
willing to sell properties for half what 
they were assessed, or even less; Mrs. 
Gaetz said she could not give some lots 
away. Mr. McRae did not mind his 
land assessment where he had a house 
on it, but the vacant lot adjoining 
should not be assessed so high. The 
court could not see its way clear to 
make a distinction on the land assess- 
ment as between improved property 
and non-improved property, equally 
situated. The assessments of FE. H. 
Anderson, on the former Brody store; 
of A. McRae, on the lots south of the 
North End store; of J. G. Findlater, on 
Second St. South property; of J. F. 
Boyce, on property on Gaetz Ave. ad- 
joining the General Garage; of N. Mc- 
Phee, on house and lot on Third Street 
South; of Rev. W. G. Brown, lot 3H, 
Woodlea; of Mrs. H. H. Gaetz, lots 3 
to 10, Robinwold; of J W. Spence, lot 
18 A.K., Sixth St. North; of Pierce 
Anderson, lots 2% to 31, block 1, Col- 
lege Heights Addition, were confirmed. 
Mr. John Baile got serious considera- 
tion from Ald. Johns for a reduction 
from $700 each on three lots compris- 
ing his house property on First Street 
North; Ald. Johns thought some 
scheme ought to be worked out to have 
residential property over two lots 
assessed more lightly on the extra lots; 
Mr. Baile urged consideration also be- 
cause of the bank which cut off his 
level at the back. In view, however, 
of a First St. South assessment of 
$1126 per lot for property in a similar 
block, the court could not see its way 
clear to reduce. A Dassonville got his 
improvements assessment reduced ow- 
ing to the dismantling of his old corner 
store frame building opposite the Red 
Deer Grocery. The McBride Hotel got 
$1000 off their improvement assegs- 
ment, owing to the foundation going 
bad at the front—from a land and 
building total of $15,000 to $14,000, im- 
provements $5500; he paid less than 
the $14,000 for the property, he said. 
Hugh Clarke, W. E. Chadsey and H. 
B. and E. George got a reduction of 10 
to 13 per cent on their lots in block 28, 
opposite the city hall, so as to bring 
them more into line with somewhat 
similar property in etHer blocks; the 
lots were now assessed at $1100 to $900 
each. Mr. Botterill, for the Canada 
Mortgage Company, got a reduction 
from $600 to $250 on the house on lots 
on First St. North, neavly opposite the 
Dairy Products creamery. Judge and 
Mrs. Lees withdrew their appeal on 
their Brookside property. Mr. RB. 
Krause got a reduction from $1500 to 
$1100 on his corner place on the 
Michener Hill, owing to s0 much 
broken ground, but the appeals of 
Hugh Clarke and Ira Brisbin on the 
Grandview 4 and 6-acre lots adjoining 
were not entertained, as they are 
assessed at $200 an acre as compared 
with about $350 an acre for similar 
White and Graham properties on the 
town side; the latter pay city taxes, 
while Mr. Clarke’s and Mr. Brisbin’s 
pay only school taxes. Mr. Clarke pro- 
duced his assessment of $30 an acre in 
Mr. Dawe’s assessment for the M.D. 
of Pine Lake of the same property. 
The court did not think that Mr. W. H. 
A. McKenzie’s assessment of Wood- 
lands and adjoining property was out 
of the road, as compared with similarly 
situated property: it had had special 
reductions of late years. Mr. Jos. Her- 
mary got relief from a block out of his 
Fairview property, as it did not belong 
to him. Mr. Kingzett got a reduction 
from $450 to $350 for Red Deer West 
land owing to the hillside. Messrs. 
Hepworth and Baile had the assess- 
ment of their wooded and farm pro- 
perty, on section 9, southeast of town, 
over 160 acres, reduced from $100 and 
$70 to $55 an acre, the value they put 
on it. Mr. Hepworth considered they 
ought to go down as low as Mr. Cruick- 
shank—$40 per acre. Mr. Fred Reay’'s 
assessment on Woodlands and 5746 
A.H. lots stood, at $25 a lot and acre- 
age at $100 per acre, with the excep- 
tion that one lot was made 2% acres; 
it had been assessed as five acres by 
mistake. Mr. BE. Kirk was changed in 
South Mount Royal from a lot to an 
acreage basis, ag the subdivision can- 
cellation proceedings are going 
through the Utilities Commission. Mr. 
Ww. A. McKinney had lots 15 to 26, 
block 1, 1806 A.H., in Red Deer West 
reduced from $50 to $25 per lot. = Mr. 
John MecVicar’s appeal for a reduction 
of $75 on his store building, owing to 
{ts high location, could not be con- 
sidered, as the appeal was not made 
untt] past the legal date. 

The court had a long consideration 
of the appeal of the E. P. Cronquist 
estate that the assessment on their 
residence on the unsubdivided part of 
lots J and K, West Park, should be 
cancelled, and that the property should 
be assessed as “unsubdivided farm 
lands,” the improvements on which are 
exempt from assessment, Miss Cron- 
quist made a strong case showing that 
the residence was used as the centre of 
their farming operations, that the 
barns were on these lots and their 
poultry houses, and that the land had 


beon put down to grass, and & grain.' also go on the roll.

Miss Cronquist's 50 acres adjoined it. 
The Assessor produced plans made by 
Mr. McFee, and signed by Mr. Cron- 
quist, which showed the lots around J 
and K subdivided, and J and K includ- 
ed in the plan as blocks. Though Mr. 
Graham was inclined to the belief that 
the court might still consider them 
unsubdivided farm lands, it was finally 
decided not to sustain the appeal. The 
Cronquist estate has recourse to the 
district court judge for his interpreta- 
tion of the plans. 

Reeve Donnelly, Secretary Pamely, 
Mr. Pearce, Mr. Rich, and other North 
Red Deer residents appeared before the 
court to object to the increase in their 
school assessments made by the As- 
sessor. In view of the movement to 
have all property taxed for school pur- 
poses assessed and the school taxes 
levied and collected by the municipal- 
ity in which the property is situated, 
which may culminate in legislation at 
the next session, the Assessor had this 
year raised the school assessment in 
North Red Deer to the same figure as 
the village assessment which made a 
material increase in a few cases, one 
lot being from $100 to $190. At present 
the City Assessor of Red Deer assesses 
lands in the City of Red Deer, in the 
Village of North Red Deer, and in the 
M.D.s of Pine Lake and Golden West 
for the Red Deer Public and Separate 
School Districts. Besides some fifteen 
individual appeals, the Village Council 
of North Red Deer appealed the school 
assessment of the entire village pro- 
perties. Their course in doing this 
was questioned, and Mr. Graham had 
his doubts as to whether the village 
had the right, the same as a taxpayer, 
to make a blanket appeal. In any case, 
he ruled that all the ratepayers con- 
cerned had not been notified regarding 
this appeal of the village against their 
school assessment, and had not been 
given the opportunity to appear on be- 
half of their rights before the Court of 
Revision, s0 that the blanket appeal 
against their assessment could not be 
.considered. The court reduced all the 
school assessments which were in 
proper appeal form, to the old basis, 
giving weight to the contention of 
Reeve Donnelly that the North Red 
Deer land assessment had not been re- 
duced for several years, perhaps ten 
sears, while the city land assessment 
had been cut in half in that time. The 
high school rate was caused by the 
lower land assessment in the city, and 
it was unfair to North Red Deer tax- 
payers to put the high school rate on 
their high village assessment: there 
was no question of actual value in 
vithe> land assessment: it was a mat- 
ter of accommodation and equity. 

The Canadian National Railway ap- 
peals were not entertained. The As- 
sessor was satisfied their objection to 
the rate per acre was due to a mis- 
understanding in their tax department 
as to the number of acres involved: 
the rate per acre was only one quarter 
of what they claimed. Their right-of- 
way on S.W. 9-38-27, W. 4th, was 
added to the roll at $30 per acre. 

Mrs. H. H. Gaetz appeared to pro- 
secute her appeal against the assess- 
ment of the Court House property. The 
block had been leased to the Provincial 
Government for ten years at $85 a 
month for part of the term, and $100 a 
month for the balance of the term, the 
Government to make the’ improve- 
ments necessary to fit the building for 
Court House purposes. Mr. Gaetz had 
fixed the rent on the understanding 
that no taxes could be levied on the 
building. The Assessor, however, 
assessed the property contending that 
the word “held” in the Government 
property exemption clause meant 
“owned.” Mr. Gaetz took it to the dis- 
trict’ court judge whose decision was 
that “held” included also property 
lensed or rented by the Government, 
and the judge removed the property 
from the assessment roll. Subsequent- 
ly, the Assessor found that property 
leased by the Government was being 
assessed in other municipalities in 
Alberta, and in 1928 an amendment to 
the Red Deer act was procured from 
the Legislature giving the city the 
right to assess and tax this and similar 
lensed properties. The Court House 
property was consequently restored to 
the roll in 1924, and Mrs. Gaetz had 
appealed this assessment. Her con- 
tention was that the city was not just 
in taxing the property before the end 
of the lease, as the rent had been fixed 
on a tax-free basis: she was willing 
to pay taxes at the end of the lease, 
when she would have opportunity to 
adjust the rent accordingly. Ald, Johns 
cited the Dayline Block with fixed 
lenses under rental and increased 
taxes, in a Similar position to Mrs. 
Gaetz’s. The Assessor figured out that 
the $100 monthly rental gave a 15 per 
cent gross return on the total valua- 
tion. The land was assessed for $1250; 
the building, 50 per cent of value, at 
$3400, or $4650 assessment, and total 
property valuation of $8050, 

The court could not sve its way clear 
to make a change, and Mrs. Gaetz will 
appeal to the judge. 

Mr. Baile’s appeal against a business 
assessment of $10 a month on office at 
residence on Firat St. South received 
prolonged consideration. The Council 
had last year released some residence 
offices from business assessments, hut 
they were further out than Mr. Baile’s, 
whose house carries a sign, which he 
was Willing to take down. The statute 
says that every person carrying on any 
business, trade or calling in town is 
liable to business tax, but the basis of 
business tax is the rental value of 
premises occupied, and it is sometimes 
difficult to find business premises — to 
assess. The court sustained the assess- 
ment, in justice to other insurance 
agents paying business tax, and other 
agents not assessed will be called upon 
to show cause why they should not

Similarly on the other side of the Nel- 
son Pillar stands the statue of Daniel 
O'Connell, “Big Dan," that other 
great champion of Irish freedom, while 
Deside ‘College Green the statues of 
William III, bated of Irishmen, and 
Grattan, beloved of them, stand al- 
most within a few yards of one an- 
other.

The streets of Dublin stilt ‘bear 
striking evidence of recent struggles. 
The main street of the City, once call- 
ed Sackville Street, has had its name 
patriotically changed to O’Connell 
Street. In the middilb of it the empty 
roofless shell of the old Post Office 
still stands as a tragic reminder of 
he rebellion of Easter, 1916. On the 
other side of the street are large vac 
ant ruin Httered spaces, the result of 
more recent fighting between the Re- 
publican Irregulars and tho Free State 
torces. Down by the side of the river 
Liffey are the rudnsof the Four Courts 
destroyed when Free State troops 
had to storm them, and kl or drive 
out Cathai Brugha amd his Republi- 
cans. A certain amount of repair 
work is unobtrusively going on at the 
Four Courts, but the Government is 
prevented from seriouely undertaking 
its reconstruction by the fear ‘that 
the half-insane demon of suspicion 
which lurks in Dublin, should raiso 
the cry that the ancient abode of the 
courte of the English oppressor is be- 
ing restored as: a preliminary to a 
fresh betrayal of dreland ¢o that op 
pressor. Such a fact may perhaps il- 
lustrate fairly vividly the difficulties 
which the Free State Government has 
to face in these first years of Irish 
independent government.

The people of Dublin are obviously 
proud of their newly won independ- 
ence and its accompaniments, proud 
of their own army, their own police, 
their own postage stamps, their own 
Parliament, and their own govern- 
ment, and there is something almost 
childish and rather pathetic about 
their manner of showing their pride. 
It is almost as if they _ were saying, 
“Look at these new things of ours. 
‘Aren’t they fine,—and don’t you dare 
to laugh at them or you will hurt 
us terribly.” A new Ittish play 
‘“Namnie’s Night Out” was very re- 
cently produced at the Abbey Theatre 
in Dublin, written by an Irish working 
man. It was a éort of comedy de- 
Picting distinctly low Hfe in Duwhbfin, 
and it contained among other things 
some exceedingly frank and severe 
criticisms of the Free State “Dail” or 
Parliament and the Free State poll- 
ticians. They were witty criticisms 
and the same sort of thing said in a 
British theatre about British politi- 
clans to a Britsh audience would have 
provoked nothing but laughter. The 
Irish audience, however, received them 
with a few laughs, with very audible 
hisses and protests, and for the most 
part with chill silence, almost as if 
the jokes had been gross phasphem- 
ies. 

The setting up of the Free State has 
brought neither prosperity nor tran- 
quility to Southern Ireland. Dconomic 
difficulties and political dangers ‘be- 
set the young state. The winds of 
public opinion are so contrary and so 
variable that Dublin might not unfatr- 
ly be called “The City of Distracted 
Doubt,” in which no man knows what 
is likely to happen and no man is cer- 
tain whom he can tryst. Taxation 1s 
heavy. The cost of living Is high. 
Trade fis bad, and there is no imme- 
diate prospect of improvement in the 
near future. The mere withdrawal of 
the British army meant a heavy finan 
cial toss to the country. Southern 
Irishmen have never been notably 
good business men, and a government 
of Southern Irishmen, distracted by 
imminent and deadly danger of at- 
tack from within, is hardly likely to 
be highly efficient in promoting the 
economic welfare of the country. 

There is Httle doubt asa to real 
seriousness of the republican move 
ment In Ireland. There are men in 
Dublin who say that the people are 
sick to death of politics, and wish for 
nothing but that the Free State should 
go quietly on dte way. There are 
others wh speak slightingly of the 
republicar, movement as a mere fun- 
gus on the political tree destined to 
die of itself in a very short time. Yet 
the men in Dublin who are most inti- 
mately in touch with the litte of the 
country take quite another view. They 
say that both republicanism and cleric- 
alism are gaining ground and that the

cause they are the hardiest and 
best suited for growing in North 
America. 


Silver production in Ontario for 
1924 will not. vary materially from 
that of 1928, judging by figures 
available for the first nine months 
of the year from the reports of 
several operating companies, though 
some increases will be shown. Pro- 
duction to date has amounted to 
about $19,500 a day. 


Caribou have been seen in very 
large numbers this season in the 
northern part of Yukon territory. 
Old-timers say_ that the main herd 
must have numbered tens of thov- 
sands, while in some of the smaller 
herds that had broken temporarily 
from the main herd there were hun- 
dreds and sometimes thousands. 


The very first aerial stowaway 
ever known was discovered recently 
aboard a plane in the Laurentide 
Air Service, Limited, operating on 
its Rouyn gold fields seryice in asso- 
ciation with the Canadian Facific 
Railway. The serious effect of the 
extra weight on the flying powers 
of the machine was so naticeable 
that it led to the man’s discovery. 
As he had hidden himself with a 
desire to see his sick wife and child, 
he was not punished. 


The enormous contribution to the 
wealth of Canada made by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway was alluded-to 
by E. W. Beatty, K.C., Chairman 
and President of the Company, 
when, speaking at Welland, Ont., on 
November 7th, at the celebration of 
the 100th anniversary of the build- 
ing of the first Welland Canal, he 
stated that the company in 1923 dis- 
persed in the Dominion $202,000,000 
in wages and materials, and $7,000,- 
000 in taxes of all kinds. 


November 7th was the 39th anni- 
versary of the driving of the last 
spike in the main line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, an event 
which completed the Dominion’s 
first transcontinental railroad, ful- 
filled the terms of Confederation 
and made Canada a nation. A stone 
monument now marks the spot at 
Craigellachie, in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, where Lord Strathcona (then 
Sir Donald A. Smith) wielded the 
hammer which united East and 
West.

Irrigation Courses Planned 


A course in practical irrigation 
farming, similar to that held last year, 
will tbe held at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm, at Lethbridge, on Mon- 
day, February 2, and running for the 
full week until the ‘following ‘Satur- 
day. Lectures and demonstrations 
on subjects. of interest to irrigation 
farmers will tbe held morning and 
afternoon.

Alberta’s Infant Death Rate 


A decrease in Alberta's. infant death 
rate is shown in the Vital Statistics 
of the Province for 1923 contained in 
the Report of the Registrar, Donald 
Mackie, just issued. The decrease in 
the infant death rate from 1922 was 
1.39, ans was 6.19 percent. less than 
the average of the preceding five 
years. The total deaths of the Prov- 
ince showed a decrease of 438 from 
1922 figures.
